Who'll be the next President? 


Wilmington voters will help answer that question - and other local ones - when they 
head to the polls for the State Election this Tuesday 


WILMINGTON - This is it. 
This Tuesday, November 2, is 
the presidential election. 

First and foremost, though, 
it’s the state election, during 
which registered voters in 
Wilmington will, yes, make 
their picks for the presidency, 
but will also determine. their 
United States Representative 
and Senator in General Court. 
Those in Precinet 3 will choose 
their Representative in General 
Court as well. 

Polls will open at 7 a.m. on 
Election Day and will close at 8 
p.m. 


Voters in Precincts 1 and 2 
should report to the West 
Intermediate School at 22 
Carter Lane to cast their bal- 
lots. Those in Precincts 3 and 4 
must head to the Wildwood 
School at 182 Wildwood Street 
to make their voices heard. 
And, lastly, those in Precincts 5 
and 6 should go to the 
Wilmington Town Hall at 121 
Glen Road to cast their votes. 

According to Town Clerk Kay 
Scanlon, the hours between 7 
a.m, and 9 a.m. and 6 p.m, and 
8 p.m. tend to be the most con- 
gested on election days, partic- 
ularly ones in which presiden- 


tial ones are held. Scanlon is 
hoping that those with flexible 
schedules will vote during a 
less hectic period on November 
2. 


“I'd like to encourage people 
who can come to the polls when 
they’re not crowded to come 
then,” Scanlon says. If you can 
go to the polls between ten and 
two o'clock, then that would 
help.”

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Selectmen offer support for building a 
new library at the former Swain School

WILMINGTON - The Board 
of Selectmen voted on Monday 
night to provide to the Library 
Board of Trustees its support 
for the construction of a new 
library to be built on the site of 
the Swain School on Middlesex 
Avenue. 

In order to be eligible for a $3 
million state grant to assist in 
construction costs, the Board of 
Library Trustees was required 
to identify a relatively definite 
site for a new facility, in order 
to begin design plans. Design 
plans are a significant piece of 
the grant application process 

Selectmen have been actively 
involved in site discussions 
with the Trustees for the past 
month. 

Discussions have centered 
around four possible locations: 
the site of the Whitefield School 
in North Wilmington; a parcel 
of town-owned land across from 
the cemetery on Wildwood 
Street; the Swain School on 
Middlesex Avenue; and the cur- 
rent site of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library, upon which 
the facility could be expanded. 

During a meeting on Monday, 
October 25, Selectmen 
Chairman Michael McCoy 
entertained a motion to recom- 
mend the Whitefield site for the 
construction of a new library. 
The motion failed, with only 
Selectman Michael Newhouse 
offering support 

McCoy entertained an identi- 
cal motion for the Wildwood 
site, but no selectmen offered 
support. 

An identical motion for the 
Swain School site received 
votes from Selectmen Raymond 
Lepore, Suzanne Sullivan, and 
Newhouse. McCoy and 
Selectman Frank West voted 
against the Swain School. 

With a majority vote 
obtained, the matter was set- 
tled. Lepore and Sullivan, how- 
ever, stated that they expected 


a motion to vote for the expan: 
sion on the current site to also 
be considered. 

“Why go any further?” McCoy 
asked on Tuesday. “We reached 
a majority vote.” 


McCoy provided three oppor 
tunities to the board to offer a 
motion to rescind the Swain 
School vote, after which he 
would entertain a motion to 
vote to renovate the library's 


current location

McGrath, Schofield and their 
fellow competitors spent the 
week of August 8 through the 
14, the week before the 
Olympics, on the campus of 
MIT studying science, engi- 
neering, and technology, which 
helps all levels of athletes 
attain their personal best 

As part of the curriculum, the 
students, broken down into 
teams, redesigned a bicycle hel- 
met and analyzed its aerody- 
namic characteristics in a wind 
tunnel. They captured an ath- 
lete’s motion on video and con- 
ducted an anal, using the 
same state-of-the-art software 
used during the Olympics. 
They calculated the energy a 
triathlete expends during swim- 
ming, running, and cycling. 

During a “business meeting,” 
the students met with real 
industry athletic footwear 
designers and then created the 
next innovation in footwear. 
They, also studied .physics 
through the science of ‘sailing 
and put that knowledge to good 
use on the Charles River. 

“Sailing was the best part,” 
McGrath says. “Me and my 
partner were the only ones able 
to capsize our boat.” 

McGrath, a sophomore at 
Wilmington High School, first 
heard of the program through 
her biology teacher, Carol 
Mutchler. McGrath is an honor 
roll student and has appeared 
on the Principal’s List 

She names science, health, 
and gym as her favorite class: 
es, 

“I like most of my subjects,” 
she adds for good measure. 

McGrath is in all honor class- 
es and is a busy athlete as well 
She plays field hockey and bas- 
ketball and competes in the 200- 
meter race and javelin throw. 
Outside of school, she is 
involved in luge. 

“I saw it on the Olympics and 
thought it looked really cool,” 
McGrath says. 

McGrath’s father did some 
research on the Internet and 
found a way to get her involved 
in the sport at the Lake Placid 
facilities. 

McGrath is also active in the 
community as a member of the 
Rotary Club, Students Against 
Disastrous Decisions, PEACE 
(Promoting Equality And 
Community Everywhere), the 
Foreign Language Club, the 
Drama Club, Student Council, 
the Medical Careers Club, and 
the Wilmington High School 
Band. She also does some vol- 
unteer work with Kiwanis Club

and the Harnden Tavern. She 
coaches soccer for children 
with mental and physical dis- 
abilities. 

Schofield first heard about the 
Get SSET program from Dawn 
Martell, her biology teacher. 
Schofield is also an honor roll 
student who takes majority of 
honor classes. She is focused, 
as far as sports go, on her gym- 
nastics. She practices three to 
five days a week on the vault, 
the uneven parallel bars, the 
balance beam, and floor exer- 
cises at Aim High Gymnastics 
in Lowell. She is also a member 
of SADD and the student coun- 
cil. 

“I never sailed before,” 
Schofield says. “I learned how 
to sail and how science is 
involved in sailing.” 

The instructors were profes- 
sionals in sports engineering 
and science from industry and 
academia and members of the 
Society of Women Engineers. 

“This year’s Get SSET partic- 
ipants will be our next genera- 
tion of sports scientists, ortho- 
pedic surgeons, and engineers,” 
says Linda Driscoll, the Chair 
of the New England Women’s 
Fund. “We can look forward to 
seeing how they will affect the 
performance of the next gener- 
ation of athletes, sporting 
goods products, and sports 
technology.” 

The Wilmington contingency 
did very well throughout the 
week, but especially so in the 
bicycle helmet redesign. 
McGrath and her partner fin- 
ished first with the most aero- 
dynamic design, while 
Schofield and her partner took 
the second place honors. 

They both consider the week 
at MIT to have been an invalu- 
able experience. 

“It was a lot of hard work,” 
Schofield says. “We learned a 
lot about aerodynamics and 
nutrition and exercise, and we 
made a lot of new friends.” 

The NewFund was founded in 
1995 and increases opportuni- 
ties for girls through sports. 
The organization’s strongly 
held belief is that girl’s and 
women’s participation in sports 
creates healthy minds and bod- 
ies. The NewF und offers sports- 
related grants and conducts 
sports-related programs in New 
England that demonstrate the 
link between sports and 
employment, education, health 
and self-esteem.

Support new library proposal 


Dear Fellow Residents: 

I would like to publicly acknowledge and thank the Library 
Board of Trustees for inviting the thoughts, views, and public opin- 
ions of the residents of Wilmington; the members of our various 
‘Town Committees; and our Elected Officials the con- 
struction of a new Public Library. It is gratifying to see such a 
spirit of open dialog and willingness by all parties to work toward 
the common goal of building a new public library in our town. 

It is clear that there is strong support within the town for the con- 
struction of a new library. With consensus on a viable site, the 
Library Director and Board of Trustees can move ahead with the 
application of a grant to offset construction costs. Without having 
a site selected, we risk losing this valuable source of funding. 

I strongly urge everyone to support the alternative plan and 
vision laid out by Mr. Caira at the Library Board of Trustees meet- 
ing on Tuesday evening, October 19, 2004. While clearly stating 
that he steadfastly contends that Whitefield site is his first, and he 
believes, best choice, he also conceded that it appeared that pub- 
lic sentiment did not support this site and that compromise may 
be necessary to move forward with both the grant application and 
ultimately the construction a new library facility. 

Mr. Caira stated that he would support the Swain site as an 
appropriate location. He then proceeded to describe a well 
thought out vision that not only addresses several immediate and 
competing needs but also provides an opportunity to finally move 
forward in a constructive manner. Like any good plan, it requires 
compromise and hard work by all vested parties as well as a 
strong spirit of community to work together to overcome obstacles 
necessary to achieve a common goal. 

Mr. Caira’s vision provides a solution to two urgent building 
needs and addresses other "sticking points” which have impeded 
the town from moving forward with the construction of a new 
library. His proposal to move and centralize school administration 
functions from the Roman House to the present library site pro- 
vides a unique opportunity to address a critical building need as 
well as to improve high school parking. His concession to consid- 
er "switching sites" for the library, from the Whitefield to the 
Swain (which was previously slated as "reserved space" for con- 
struction of a new town hall at some point in the future) demon- 
strates a clear vision for the town in keeping with the Master Plan. 
More importantly it demonstrates leadership in providing viable 
alternatives to more forward. 

As a community, we face many challenges including sound man- 
agement of growth, the preservation of our historical features, 
economic considerations and concerns, as well as the competing 
needs for building construction and open space. I view this plan 
as the first step toward a renewed spirit of cooperation and com- 
promise for all parties to "break the stalemate" which has pre- 
vented us from taking any action toward this critical investment 
in our community. 

A great Public Library is at the "heart" of any well-rounded com- 
munity. It serves every segment of a community population from 
toddlers and preschoolers, to students, adults, parents, and seniors 
citizens. And, it serves them all equally and well. A great public 
library helps define a town as one that values education, culture 
and the well being of its residents by providing programs and 
library services to everyone. I believe that with the site issue 
"stalemate" resolved we can work together as a community to 
compromise our individual "priorities" and focus on building a 
new library. One that the entire town feels good about supporting; 
one that becomes a symbol of Wilmington pride; and one that reaf- 
firms our sense of a community committed to excellence and coop- 
eration. 

I urge all residents to demonstrate a renewed sense of coopera- 
tion by endorsing this proposal.

Over the last few weeks we have debated some of the issues that 
we need to consider before we walk into the voting booth next 
Tuesday. I and the other columnists have discussed health care, 
taxes, the economy, the war in Iraq, and our response to terrorist 
threats. If time and space allowed, there are other topics we could 
kick around-education, the environment, gun control, the death 
penalty. But the election is upon us. This being my last shot, I’m 
addressing this final column to the biggest difference between the 
two candidates—their approach to reality. 

By reality I don’t mean simply that my candidate's positions are 
right and his opponent’s positions are wrong. I mean reality in the 
metaphysical sense, the reality that the dictionary defines as 
“existing objectively in the world regardless of subjectivity or con- 
ventions of thought or language.” 


Kerry has an inquiring mind 


In Senator Kerry we have a candidate whose groundedness in 
the objective world is ridiculed by some as a weakness. When 
something piques Kerry’s interest he is known to push his staff to 
dig in and bring him information. A recent news article described 
a7a.m. telephone conference in which Kerry told staff members 
to get him more facts before he made a 10 a.m. appearance. He 
ended up not using the additional information in that appearance. 
Was this a waste of effort? No. This is the operating method of a 
person with an inquiring mind who is open to new information up 
until it is time to act. 

What does George W. Bush offer in comparison? We've had four 
years in which to observe his public statements, to read the 
reports of people who have left his administration, and to follow 
comments of administration insiders who have let their guard 
down. President Bush has demonstrated time and again that he is 
convinced that he knows what he knows, that he trusts his gut to 
inform his actions, and that he surrounds himself with people who 
tell him what he wants to hear—or at least, who tell him what they 
want to tell him. He has made a point of telling us that his cer- 
tainty about his actions and beliefs demonstrates leadership. But, 
as Senator Kerry rejoined in debate, it is easy to be both certain 
and wrong. Belief unsupported by fact is the proper realm of the- 
ologians and metaphysics professors. It makes a flimsy foundation 
for policies that affect lives and livelihoods throughout the coun- 
try and around the globe. 

Several former administration officials have published revealing 
accounts of the way this White House excludes opinion of its intel- 
ligence agencies and its cabinet officers that contradicts the pre- 
vailing opinion at 1600 Pennsylvania Avenue. The most chilling 
account of how this administration works was in a New York 
Times article two weeks ago. Ron Suskind, author of last year’s 
book about former Treasury Secretary Paul O’Neil’s experience as 
the Bush administration’s treasury secretary, recounts a meeting 
with an unnamed senior Bush advisor in 2002. The advisor told 
Suskind that the problem with guys like him (Suskind) was that 
they were “in what we call the reality-based community.” He said 
that by this he meant people who “believe that solutions emerge 
from your judicious study of discernible reality.” He further 
explained, “We're an empire now, and when we act, we create our 
own reality.” 

This quote has since been picked up and commented on in print 
by others, so I’m relieved to see that I’m not the only one who 
believes that anyone who talks this way is simply nuts—and worse 
yet—has a whole lot to learn about the nature of reality if he talks 
this way to a member of the working press. I’d be reassured if the 
White House announced that the poor guy was under a lot of pres- 
sure and they sent him a way long ago for some badly needed rest 
and medication. I’ve read no such statement. 

But why would I? George Bush doesn’t read the New York Times. 
For that matter, as he admitted to Brit Hume of Fox News, he 
doesn’t read any newspapers. He believes too often 
mix opinion with news, so he depends on his staff to tell him what 
is going on. Thus far the result of George Bush’s private informa- 
tion stream has been a lot of dead soldiers and civilians in a war 
based on non-existent weapons of mass destruction, a No Child 
Left Behind plan that leaves children behind due to lack of fund- 
ing, denial of incontrovertible proof of global warming, and a 
litany of other positions that are uninformed by the judicious 
study of discernable reality.

Mary Lawson's sentences are 
so lyrical they beg to be reread 
- slowly - for the sheer pleasure 
of it. That’s what we did at our 
last Bookends meeting, open- 
ing our books to pages flagged 
with yellow post-its, sharing 
descriptions we'd liked about 
the change of seasons in the 
country, or a passage of 
kitchen-table —_ conversation. 
Crow Lake is filled with the 
kind of honest yet assured sto- 
rytelling unusual in a first-time 
novelist like Lawson. It finds its 
large meanings in small things 
- a cut finger, a cinnamon cook- 
ie, the struggles of an oil- 
soaked bug that lead narrator 
Kate Morrison to her vocation. 
On a long-delayed visit home, 
Kate observes the attempts of 
bushes, grass, mosses and 
lichens to take root: “In some 
places there is so little topsoil 
you wouldn’t think it was worth 
the effort of trying to grow, but 
they manage... They find every 
crack, every crevice, every 
crumb of soil, and send out

Apart from a dozen or so 
farms, a general store and a 
few modest houses out by the 
lake, there was nothing there 
but the church and the school.” 

Far from boring, Kate's recol- 
lections of her childhood are 
nearly idyllic: “some days thou- 
sands of milkweed pods would 
burst open together, triggered 
by the heat of the sun; thou- 
sands and thousands of small 
silent explosions repeating 
themselves in salvos down the 
miles of tracks. On those days I 
walked through clouds of silken 
down drifting about like smoke 
in the morning breeze.” 

As the book opens, Kate tells 
us of her Great-Grandmother 
Morrison, whose picture hung 
in the family home and  trav- 
eled with her to her tiny 
Toronto apartment. Great- 
Grandmother, though unedu- 
cated, was a “born scholar” 
who, according to family leg- 
end, had fastened a book rest to 
her spinning wheel so she could 
read while she spun. 
“Education was her dream of 
dreams, a passion so strong it 
was almost a disease, and she 
infected not only her own chil- 
dren with it but generations of 
little Morrisons yet unborn.” In 
a feat unheard of at the time, 
all fourteen of her children 
graduated from elementary 
school, doing homework before 
farm chores. Kate’s father , the 
youngest son of her youngest 
son, was the first in the 
Morrison family to graduate 
from high school.

Scanlon asks voters for their 
patience, given the new voting 
equipment that will be used 
during this election and all that 
follow. 

“This time it might take a bit 
longer than usual because we 
have new equipment,” Scanlon 
says. “I find that people are 
usually very patient during 
presidential elections.” 

Wilmington has left behind 
three decades of lever-pulling 
in favor of new state-of-the-art 
optical scanning voting 
machines, manufactured by 
Diebold Election Systems, in 
order to be in accordance with 
recently enacted federal stan- 
dards. The optical scanning 
machines made their debut 
with Wilmington voters during 
the recent state primary on 
September 14. 

The Help America Vote Act of 
2002 de-certified lever machines 
and required all communities 
to upgrade their technology 
prior to the 2004 November 
election. The act was passed in 
an effort to alleviate the confu- 
sion that marred Florida’s 2000 
presidential election. 

In an interview with the Town 
Crier in August, Scanlon said 
that she is pleased with the new 
equipment. 

“These machines will help 
tremendously at the end of the 
night in providing vote counts,” 
Scanlon said. “We don’t expect

Each of Wilmington’s three 
voting locations have historical- 
ly held five voting machines 
with each machine, providing 
separate totals at the end of the 
night, leaving poll workers with 
the responsibility of adding up 
the totals from 15 different 
machines. 

Now each polling location has 
a single AccuVote machine, 
which provides a computer 
print-out of totals upon the clos- 
ing of the polls, and election 
workers will have only three 
totals to add together. 

Wilmington voters, instead of 
waiting for one of five booths to 
become vacant, will now have 
the opportunity to fill out a 
paper ballot at one of 16 voting 
stations and then simply drop it 
into a single AccuVote machine 
before leaving the polls. 

Each precinct will also have a 
voting station accessible to peo- 
ple with disabilities. 

Voting stations provide ample 
privacy, but a “privacy sleeve” 
is available upon request. The 
voter slips his/her ballot into 
the sleeve while still at the vot- 
ing station and the AccuVote 
then extracts the ballot directly 
from the sleeve. 

The paper ballots have a 
clearly outlined layout and are 
easy to understand, with con- 
cise instructions on how many 
votes to cast for each race. 
Additionally, they provide vot- 
ers with the opportunity to 
review their decisions, on

Paper ballots also provide a 
concrete and permanent record 
of voter choices, enhancing the 
town’s ability to perform a 
recount if necessary. 

To choose a candidate or 
answer a question, voters sim- 
ply shade in the appropriate 
oval in a fashion similar to lot- 
tery tickets or standardized test 
sheets in school. Detailed 
instructions will be, posted in 
each voting station. Markers 
will be available to voters, but 
the AccuVote is able to read-a 
variety of different types of ink 
and even Number 2 pencils. 
The AccuVote is not, however, 
capable of reading red ink. 

Absentee voters will have the 
opportunity to use the very 
same ballot as voters showing 
up at the polls. Historically, 
absentee ballots were counted 
by hand by election workers. 
The new system allows for the 
absentee ballots to be dropped 
into the machine along with all 
of the others. 

The AccuVote also offers pro- 
tection for ballots filled out 
incorrectly. Should a voter 
make a mistake on a ballot, it is 
rejected and a clear message 
indicating the basis of the error 
is displayed. The voter then 
has the opportunity to correct 
the mistake, an opportunity 
that had not previously been 
available. The old lever 
machines were not capable of 
identifying voter mistakes. 

According to Scanlon, 
Wilmington now has 15,048 reg- 
istered voters, a figure which 
constitutes an increase of 300 
since September. 

“That’s not huge, but it’s a 
jump,” Scanlon says. 

This year, Scanlon is hoping 
that Wilmington bests its 
approximately 75 percent voter 
turnout in 2000, when 57 percent 
of local registered voters chose 
Vice President Al Gore for 
president and 38 percent of 
them went for then-Texas 
Governor George W. Bush. 

“As always, we hope to have 
100 percent voter turnout,” 
Scanlon says. “Last time we 
had about 75 percent voter 
turnout. I’m anticipating more 
than that this year. Hopefully, 
we'll have an 80 percent 
turnout.”

day, this one on a 1-yard quar- 
terback sneak.

“At a recent meeting of 
the school committee, 
Chairman Carl McFadden 
announced that each of the 
committee members has 
been assigned to positions as 
liaisons in each of Reading’s 
public schools,” notes the 
Reading edition of the "Daily 
Times Chronicle." 

“The idea to establish 
committee members as 
liaisons was originally com- 
mittee member John 
Carpenter’s idea, who 
thought the committee need- 
ed a way to ‘go out to the 
masses.’

Pete Dahl was assigned 
Parker Middle School and 
Lisa Gibbs was assigned to 
the town’s newest school, 
Wood End Elementary. 

“The remaining elemen- 
tary schools will be served 
by committee members John 
Carpenter and Rob 
Spadafora, Spadafora taking 
Joshua Eaton, Carpenter 
taking Killam. 

“The committee members 
were intentionally assigned 
to schools outside of the area 
of town in which they live. 
They were not assigned to a 

- sthool where their children, 
if any, attend classes. 

“Dahl, the Parker Middle 
School representative, 
approved of the appointing of 
liaisons, saying it is impor- 
tant for them to become 
more familiar to school fac- 
ulty. Superintendent Patrick 
Schettini added his praise for 
the ideas. He said that hav- 
ing liaisons will help to

Wakefield edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“The members of the 
School Committee deter- 
mined that there would be no 
significant budget increase 
as a result of the addition of 
the three classes due to the 
fact that the funds were 
available. 

“The funds were reported- 
ly made available as a result 
of the school’s hiring process 
through which the district’s 
savings were realized when a 
teacher left the system and 
was replaced with a lower 
paid newcomer. 

“The issue of class size 
was debated by the members 
of the School Committee and 
they ultimately voted four-to- 
two in favor of allowing a 
waiver of the class size poli- 
cy until a review could be 
conducted in October. 

“School Committee mem- 
bers Janet Filoramo and 
Carmen Urbonas_ were 
opposed to the proposition of 
allowing more than twenty- 


ALY [LO], 


four students to comprise a 
single class. 

“However, local elemen- 
tary school principals were 
present at the meeting and 
the Superintendent of 
Schools explained that only 
one fourth grade class at the 
Greenwood School was tech- 
nically exceeding the set 
limit. 


“The other committee 
members expressed their sat- 
isfaction with the fact that 
the class size numbers would 
be thoroughly addressed at 
the next several meetings of 
the School Committee. 

“Part of the problem con- 
cerning class sizes surrounds 
the financial constraint and 
Superintendent Suffredini 
stated, ‘At this point in time, 
we need to use the funds for

Women typically respond to 
these prescription medications 
due to the similarity to what a 
woman's body is naturally pro- 
duced prior to mid-life changes.

Careful ing can make a 
“good death” a more likely out- 
come for you and your family 
members. 


A recent study published in 
the Journal of American Medical 
Association (JAMA) revealed 
that patients who are in the final 
stages of life are seeking com- 
fort, respect, emotional support, 
information and well-coordinated 
care. 

Sadly, it’s not always possible 
to find these sought-after attrib- 
utes in America’s hospitals and 
nursing homes - where seven out 
of ten patients with chronic ill- 
nesses will die, and that’s why 
many people are now turning to 
hospices. 

Hospice care is an alternative 
that offers patients specialized 
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end-of-life care. The recent 
JAMA study also indicated that 

care occurred 
58 percent of the time in nursing 
homes and 53 percent of the time 
in hospitals. Unsatisfactory care 
was noted in only 29 percent of 
the time when dealing with hos- 
pice care. 

Satisfaction levels that are 
expressed by patients and their 
loved ones vary widely among 
sites and staffing situations. The 
various sites in which people dies 
are associated with different 
understandings of disease states, 
individual patient variations, dif- 
ferences in financial circum- 
stances and varying capacities to 
support the extensive needs of 
dying patients. 

Considering all of these fac- 
tors, hospice care - with its holis- 
tic family-centered approach - is 
most likely to provide a “good 
death.” Hospice care typically 
includes pain relief, supportive 
services in a natural, comfort 
able setting.

One should build on that ideal 
and then consider what’s impor- 
tant in terms of dying well while 
that’s still possible.

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His eye for detail truly came 
through in the finished product. 
The picture takes on a three 
dimensional effect as he is able 
to capture the texture of the 
kitchen counter in the plant pot 
he photographed.

However, as with any new 
form of art, Ciampa is having a 
problem getting his work out to 
the public. He has approached 
several conventional galleries 
only to be told that they deal 
only with paintings. 

His next step will be to con- 
tact photography galleries,

However, he feels his work 
will gain acceptance when 
people realize that almost 
certains today has stepped 


a watercolors,” Ciampa 
said, “the skill is in knowing 
how to use watercolors. In dig- 
ital photography the skill is in 
knowing how to use the com- 
puter and the inks.” 

According to the artist, 
today’s computer inks will last 
up to 8-years without fading. 
The finished product is also 
less expensive to produce and 
therefore can be sold for less. 

“I want to be able to sell my 
work for a reasonable amount 
of money,” Ciampa said. 

He compares his quality 
work with some paintings that 
the artist is asking a high 
price for and the work looks 
amateurish. 

According to Ciampa, “It 
doesn’t cost a lot of money to 
make (my prints). If you sit 
for a month and paint, how 
can you sell for only $150, 
unless the piece is real small?” 

Ciampa and other experi- 
menters in art might be onto 
something and the race is on, 
to see who will be making a 
name for themselves.
